and proſperity: of Our people, not withour a trong 
influence upon the'very Actions of both Houles. 
But how faulty ſoever-others are, We ſhall ( with 
Gods aſſiſtance ) endeavour to diſcharge Our dury 
with uprightneſſc of heart; Andtherefore ſince theſe 
Propoſitions come to- Us inthe-name of both Hon- 
ſes of Parliament; We thallcake a more particular 
. notice of every ofthem. | 

If the 1. 2. 3. 4+ 5. 9. 10. 15, 16, 19, Demands 
had been writand printed in a tongue unknow: .0 
Us and Our people , ir might have been poſsible We 
and they might have charitably beleeved the Propo- 
ſitions to beſuch as might have been in Order to the 
ends pretendedin the Petition ( to wit ) the eftabli- 
ſhing of Our Honour and Safety, the welfare and Securi- 
ty of Our Subjefts and Dominions , and the removing 
thoſe Jealoufies aud Differences which are ſaidto have 
unbappily fallen betwixt Us aud Our people, and procy- 
Wo, ring 


ring both Os and them a conſtant courſe off Honour, 
| Peace and happineſſe. But being read and underſtood; 
by all > We cannot but aſſure Our Self thatthis Pro 
feſsion,joyned to theſe Propoſitions, will rather ap- 
pear a Mockery anda Scorne; The Demands bein 
ſuchas We were unworthy of the truſt repoſed in 
Us by the Law, and of Our Deſcent from ſo many 
reat & famous Anceſtours, if We could be brought 
ro abandon that power which onely can inable Us 
_ to performe what We are ſworne toin proteting 
Our People andthe Lawes,and fo affume others in- 
cot, as to deveſt Qur Self of it; Alchough not onely- 
Our preſent Condition ( which it can hardly be) 
were more neceſfitous then itis,and We were both 
vanquiſht,and a Priſoner, and in a worſecondition 
then everthe moſt unfortunate of Our Predeceſſors 
have been reduced to, by the moſt criminall of their 
Subjeas;And though the Bairlaid ro draw Us toit, 
and to keep Our SubjeRs from indignationaatthe 
mention of 1t, the promiles of a plentiful and unpara- 
. leld Revenue, were reduced from generals ( which 
ſigaific nothing) to cleer and certain particulars, 
ſinceſuch a Bargain would have bur coo great a re- 
femblance of that of Eſau, if We ſhould part wich 
ſuch Flowers of Our Crowne , as are worth allthe 
_ reſt of the Garland, and have been tran{mirred to Us 
B from _ 


from ſo many Anceſtours , and haue been found ſo- 
uſefulland neceſlary for the welfareand Security of 
Our SubjeRts,. for any preſent neceſsity , or for any 
low and ſordid Conſiderations of Wealth and gain. 
And therefore all men knowing that thoſe Accom- 
modations are molt eaſily made, and moſt exactly 
obſerved, that are grounded upon reafonable and e- 
quall Conditions, We have great Caule to beleeye, 
that the Contrivers of theſe had no intention of ſet- 
ling any firm Accommodation but to increalc thole: 
Jealouſies, and widenthat diviſion, which ( not by 
Our fault) is now unhappily fallen berweene Us: 
and both Houſes. | 

Ic is asked, That all the Lords aud others of Our privy 
Councell, and ſuch (We know now what you mean 
by ſuch , but We have cauſe to think you mean all ) 
great Officers and Miniſters of State, either at home or 
| beyond the Seas, (For care ts taken to leave out no 
|  Perſon-orplace,thatOur diſhonour may be ſure not 
| to be bounded within this Kingdom, though no- 
ſabrile Inſinuations at ſuch a diftance can probably. 
| be beleeved to have been the cauſe of Our Diſtracti- 
ons and dangers ) ſhould be put from Our Privy Coun- 
| cell,andfrom thoſe Cfiices and imployments , unleſſethey 
| beapproved by both Houſes of Parliament , how faith- 
| fullſoever We have found them to Us and the pub- 
| | like,

. like, and how far ſoever they have been from of- 
fending againſt any Law, the onely rule they had or 
any others ought to have to walk by. Wetherefore 
tothis part of this demand return you this Anſwer, 

That we are willing to grant that they ſhall take a 

larger Oath then you yourſelves defire in your uit 
Demand, for maintaining not of any part burof the 
whole Law; And We have and do affure you, Thar 
| Wewill be carefull co make eleQion of ſuch perſons 
inthoſe places of truſt, as ſhall have given good te- 
ſtimonies of their abilities and integrities, 6 againſt 
whom there can be no juſt cauſe of exception, 
whereon reaſonably to ground a difidence, That 
if We have or ſhall be miſtaken in Our eleRion, 
We have and do aſſure you,thatthereis no man ſs 
_neartoUs in placeor affetion, whom We will not 
leave tothe luſtice ofthe Lawv, if you ſhall bring a 
particular charge and ſufficient proofs againft himz 
And that We have given you (the beſt pledge of the 
effects of ſuch a promiſe on our part, andthe beſt ſe- 
curity for the performance of their duty ontheirs ) 
| aTrienniall Parliament, the apprehenſion of whoſe _ 
Tuſtice will in all probability make them wary how 
they provoke it, and Us wary how We chuſe ſuch, 
as by the diſcovery of their faults may in any degree 
ſeemto diſcreditOureleQion. But that without a-

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ny ſhadow of a fault objeed,only perhaps becauſe 


they follow their conſcience and preſerve the eſta- 
bliſhed Laws, and agree not in ſuch Yotes,or aſſent 
not to ſuch Bils, as ſome perſons, who have now 
too great an Influence even upon both Houſes, 
judge or ſeem to judge to be for the publike good, 
and as are ageeable to that new ©Vtopia of Religion 
and Government into which they endeavour to 
to- transform this Kingdom ; { for We remember 


 wharnames, and for what Reaſons youleft out in 


che Bill offered Us concerning the Militia, which 
you- had your ſelves, recommended in the Ordi- 
nance ) We will never conlentto the diſplacing of 
any, whom for their former merits from, and affe. 


Ationto Us andthepublike, We have intruſted, fince 


weconceive, Thattodaſo,would take away both 


| from the affection of Qur ſervants the care of Our 
 ferviceand the Honour of Qur luſtice. And We the 


more wonder, That it ſhould be asktby you of Us, 
ſince it appears by the 12> Demand, Thar your ſelves 
count it reaſonable, after the preſentrurn is ſerved, 
that the Judges and Officers who are thex placed may 
hold their places quam din ſe bene geſſerint. And We 


| arerecſolved to be as carefull of thoſe We have cho- 


ſen , asyou are of thole you would chuſe , and tore- 
move none,till they appear to Us to have otherwiſe

But this Demand (as unreaſonable at it is) isbut 
one link ofa great Chainez and butthe firſtround of 
thar Ladder, by which Our Juſt, Ancient, Regall 
Power is endeavoured to be fetched down tothe 
ground. For itappears plainlyzthat it is not with the 
perſons now choſen”, but with Our choofingthat 
youare difpleafed; For you demand, That the perſons 
Put into the places & imployments of thoſe who ſhalbe re- 

moved,may be approved by both Houſes, which is ſofar 
as to ſome it may ac firſt ſight appear) from being 
Iſle. then the power of nomination, thar of two. 
- Things (of which We will never grant either}. We 
2 Would ſooner becontent that youſhould nominate. 
3 and We approve::then you approveand We nomi- 
nate; The meer nomination being lofar from being 
any thing, that if We could dono more,, We w' J 
nevertake the paines to dothat, when Weſhould 
onely hazard thoſe, whom Weeſteemed,totheſcorn 
of a refuſall, if they hapned notto be agreeable not 
onely ta the. Indgement, but tothe paſſion, intereſt 
or humor of thepreſent major part of either Houle. 
Not to ſpeak now of thegreat factions, animolities 
and diuifions: which this power. woyld introduce / 
in both Honſes, between both-Houſes and in the fe-

ſeverall Countries, for the choyce of perſons to be 
ſent to thatplace where that power. was, and be- 
rween the perſons that were lo choſen. Neither is 
this ſtrange Potion preſcribed toUs onely for once, 
for the cure of aprelent , pre(ſing, deſperate diſcaſe, 
bur for a dyet to Us and Our Polteriry : It isdemand- 
ed, That Our Counſellors , all Chief Officers both of Law 
and State, Commanders of Forts and Caſtles, and all 
Peeres hereafter made ( as to voting without which 
how little is the reſt? )be approved of(that is choſe) by 
themfromtimetotime; &ratherthen itſhould ever be 


leftrothe Crown (to whom itonely doth and ſhall = 
belong) if any placefall vozd in the intermiſſion of Par-" - 


tiament, the major part ofthe approved Councell is to ap- 
| prove them,Neither is it onely demanded, that We 

ſhould quitthe Power and Right Qur Predeceſlors 
have had of appointing Perſons in theſe places, but 
. for Counſellors We areto be reſtrained, as well in 
the number,asin the perlons,and a power muſt be 
annextto theſe places,which their Predeceflors had 
not, And indeed ifthis power were paſt to them, it 
mere not fit We ſhould betruſted to chooſe thoſe, 
who wereto betruſted as much as we. 

Itis demanded, That ſuch matters arconcernthe pub. 
lique,and are proper for the high Court of Parliament, 
(which is Our Great and Supreme Councell) my be

and not el[ewhere,and ſuch as preſume to do any thingto

are proper for Our Privy. Councell, ſhall be debated and 
concluded by ſuch of Qur Nobility (though indeed ; if 
being madeby Us they may not vote withourthe 
Conlent of both Houſes,We are ratherro call them 
your Nobility) and others az /ball be from time to time 
choſen for that place , by approbation of both Houſes of 
Parliament;andthat no publike Att concermng.the af 
faires of the Kingdom, which are proper for Our Privy 
| Councell, may be eSteemed of any validity, as proceeding 
from the Royall Authority,unleſſe it be done by the advice 
and (onſent of the major part of Our Councel, atteSted 
under their bazds : Which. Demands arc of that Na-- 
tures thatto grantthem were in effe& at onceto de-- 
poſe both Our Self and Our Pofteritie. 
Theſe being paſt, We may be waited on bare-head- 
ed, We may have Our hand kiſt; The Style of Maje- 
ſtie continued to Us; And the Kings Authority, de- - 
clared by both Houſes of Parliament, may beftill 
the Style of your Commands;We may have Swords . 
and Maces carried-before Us, and pleaſe Our Self 
with the ſight of a Crown and Scepter(and yet even 
theſe Twigs would not long flouriſh. , when the:

* trucand real{ Power Weſhould remain but the out- 
fide, butthe Picture, burche ſigne of a King. We 
wereever willing that Our Parliament ſhould de- 
| bate,reſolve,and tranſact ſuch marters as are proper 
for them, as far as they are proper for them: And We 
heartily wiſh,that they would be as carefull not to 
extend rcheir Debates and Reſolutions beyond what 
is proper tothem;that multitudes of things puniſh- 
able,and cauſes determinable by the Ordinary Judi- 
catures,may notbeentertained in Parliament, & ſo 
cauſe along,chargeable, fruitlefſe artendance of Our 
People,and (by Degrees)draw to you as well all the 
cauſes,as allthe faults of WeSiminſter-Hall, and di- 
vert your proper:buſineſſe, That the courſe of Law 
be no wayes diverted, much lefle diſturbed , as was 
. aQtually done bythe ſtop of the proceedings againſt 
a Riot in Southwarke,by Order of theHouſe'of Com- 
mons,in a timeſo riotous and tumultuous,as much 
increaſed the danger of Popular inſolencies,by fuch 
a countenance to Riots, 8& dilcountenance of Law, 
| Thatyoudeſcendnottothe leaſure of recommend- 
ing Lecturers to Churches , nor aſcend to the Le- 
_ giſlative powers by commanding ( the Law not ha- 
ving yet commanded it)that they whom you reco- 
mend be received,althoughneitherthe Parſon nor

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| Biſhop doe approve of them; And that the Reſuſers 

(according to the courſe ſo much formerly complai- 
ned of to have been uſed atthe Councell Table be 
not ſent forto attend,to ſhew cauſe;Atleaſt,thatyou 
would confider conveniency, if not Law, and re- 
commend none, but whoare well known toyouto 

be Orthodox, Learned, 8& Moderate, or atleaft ſuch/ 
as have taken Orders, and are not notorious depra- 

vers ofthe Book of Common Prayer, A care which 

appeaceth by the Diſcourſes, Sermons and perſons 

of ſome recommended by youznot to have been hi- 

thertotaken, and it highly concerns both you in'du- 

tie,and the Common-wealth in the conſequences, 

that it ſhould have been taken, Thar neither one 
eſtaterranſact what wy 76.1" for two,nor twowhat 
is proper for three,and conſequently, that (contrary 
to Our declared will) Our Forts may not be ſeized; 
Our Arms may not be removed; Our Moneys may 
not be ſtopt;Our legall Directions may not be coun- 
termanded by you, nor Wedefired to countermand 
them Our Self,norſuchentrances madeupon aRe- 
all War againſt Us,upon prerence of an imaginarie 
War againſt you,and a Chimera of neceflity. So far 
doyou paſſe beyond your limits , whileſt you ſeem 
by your Demand to be ſtrangely ſtrairned within 
them. At leaſt We could have wiſhr you would have

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receive advice (withourtheir danger who ſhall give 
it)from any perfon known or unknown, {worn or 
unſworn,intheſe matters in which the Manage of 
Our Vote is truſted by the Law , toOur own Judge- 
ment and Conſcience,which how beſtto inform.is 
(andever ſhall be) leftlikewiſeto Us ;and moſt une 
reaſonable it were that two Eftates, propoſin 
ſomething to theThird,that Third ſhould be pune, 
to take no advice,whether it were fit to paſſe, - but 
from thoſe two thar did propoſe it. We ſhallever 
intheſe things which are truſted wholly to Us by 
the Law , not decline to hearkentothe Advice of 
Ourgreat Councell,and ſhall uſe to hear willingly 
the free debates of Our Privy Councell ( whenſee- 
ver We may be ſuffered to have them for ſendin 
for,and they ſh-ll not beterrified fromthar freedom 
by Votes and Brands of Malignants and Enemies 
tGthe Statesfor adviſing what no Law forbids. 
adviſe) but We will retain Our Power of admittiri 
no more toany Councell then the Nature of the by.

ſworn Councell-, and not tye Qur Selt-up not to 
hear any more then twenty five (andthoſenot cho- 
fen abſolutely'by Us:) out ofa Kingdom lo repleni- 
ſhed with Judicious and Experienced Perſons in 
ſeverall kindes. And though We ſhall( with the pro- 
portionable Conſideration due to them ) alwayes 
weigh the Advices both of Our Great and Privie 
Councell;yet We ſhall al{o look upontheir Advices, 
as Advices » not as Commands , or Impoſitions 
uponthem as Our Counlellours , not as Our Tutors 
arid Guardians , and upon Our Self as their King, 
notas their Pupill,or Ward; for whatſoever of Re-
